Thowrujlc was planned by whoever 
conceived the plot, to occur at the west; 
ei»d of a long siding, just beyond the 
Maumee station. The road at the lower 
part of the switch target had been ro- 
niovod, aud the switch was partly 
thrown. The target indicated a clear 
track, aud Engineer Smith was probably 
not aware of the situation many min- 
utes before hia motor was bumping 
along on the ties. As soon as the train 
•track the switch it leaped into the air.f ell

At the time of the accident the train 


was running at bhe regular speed, aud 
it is considered a miracle that more 
lives were uot lost. The postal cars 
wore torn entirely from ..the trucks, and 
were lying side by side.

A Prominent KuwUoipnlan Dies After a 


TJiree-Weekft1 Illuesil. 


HOLLT SPKINOS, Hiss., Got. 1.— Gen- 


eral A. M. West died Sunday morning 
at4 o'clock from catarrh of the stomach 
after au illness of three weeks. 


General West was born iii Alabama in 


1818. In 1837 he moved to Mississippi. In 
politics he was 8 Whig and w« elected to 
tho legislature in 1845 and twice to the 
state senate.. After tbe secession of the 
southern Bfcateahe waa'appomted brigadier 
gener,a and subsequently quavfcennaster 
and paymaster general and commissary 
general in th« Confederate army, holding 
all three of thess o(Hc«3 at once. In 18W 
ho became president of the Chicago, .St. 
Louis and New Orleans and Mississippi 
Central railroad (now the southern division 
of the Illinois Central) and was its builder. 


General West -was .elected- to congress 


after tho war, but congress refused fco seat 
him aud all others from tlie acceding. 
states. In 1876 he was an elector from 
Mississippi for the Tildanand Hendrieks 
ticket, but later in the year he .identiaed 
himself with the Grceukack party and was 
nominated in 1834, without his knowledge, 
for vice president on tbe Greenback ticket 
with Benjamin F. Butler. Ho at first de- 
clined on account of southern prejudice 
against Butler and for fear of a split in 
the Democratic party furthering Republi- 
can success in Mississippi, but upon being 
urged ho consented upou condition that 
there were no electors trom Mississippi. 
General West' was an extensive planter 
and a prominent member oc the Methodist 
cuurch and a member of the Farmers' Al- 
liante.

Singularly 
enough yesterday was to have been 
Beckett's last service, ho having re- 
signed. 


Prominent J?<lno*tor Dead. 


OLIVET, Mich., Oot. 1. — Joseph Esta- 


brook, principal of tho normal depart- 
ment of Olivet college, died late last 
night. The immediate causo of his 
death was atrophy of the liver. Pro- 
fessor Estabrook was one of the most 
prominent educators in Michigan and 
was 74 years of age. He served as 
principal of the state normal school at 
Ypsilanti and for many years had been 
known as the father of Olivet collage. 
Professor Estabrook also gave several 
years of service as regent of the state 
university and as state sufSrintoudont 
of public instruction. His active con- 
nection with Michigan's eduoatidnal 
interests lasted nearly halfc-a century.

This is tho first authentic information 


received in this country regarding fcho 
action of the Chinese authorities on the 
treaty. So long a time hsis elapsed since 
the treaty was drawn that speculations 
had begun to float about in semi-official 
circles which, disregarding the distance 
between tho two capitals and the time 
required for communication, questioned 
whether the Chines« authorities intend- 
ed to ratify the treaty whether they 
were not dissatisfied with it, or were not 
delaying the exchange of ramifications 
tojfierve some diplomatic purpose of th'iiir 
own.

U. read what prominent Republicans 
hnve said touching the same subject. 
The following extracts are to the 
point: 


I allude to the wool tariff, a law 


the effect of which has been to ma- 
terially injure the sheep husbandry 
of this country. In a single county 
In the State of Iowa, between 1887 
and J869, the'number of sheep was 
reduced from 22,000 to 18,000 in two 
yews; and what is true of that county 
i» true to S greater or leas extent of 
other counties in Iowa; and during 
this time the price of wool has been 
constantly depreciating. As the law 
now Is, the tariff upon tine wools of a 
character not produced in this coun- 
try Is 100 per cent, upon their cost. 
The tariff upon woolens of the same 
class la ooly 50 per cent., so that the 
finer woolen goods are imported and 
the coarser fabrics not. 
Before the 


tariff of 18S7, our maaufasturers of 
Joe goods mixed foreign fine wools 
with oar domestic product, and were 
tflns able to compete successfully 
with the foreign manufacturers of 
nirnllar wools. But being prohibited 
from Importing tbis class of wools, 
tbese fine goods cannot now be pro- 
duced In this country as cheaply as 
~th«y can be imported. 
Consequently, 


milla that were formerly engaged in 
producing these goods have been coin- 
palled to abandon business or manu- 
facture coarser fabric*. It they could 
•ford to manufacture those 
Hue 


goods, they would make a market, 
w"Mch we do not now Tjare, for our 
Sue wool* to be mixed with other line 
wool* of a different character from 
abroad. Tbis want of a market, as I 


The general tone of business has 


been steadilv improving since the 
new tariff law was decifled, although, 
of course, everything has not been 
made the same as it was prior to 
891. Ccnfldcncein the future has 
been restored, and, while clouds are 
o be expected before business be- 
omes wholly satisfactory, the iudi- 
jitions are that business will be fair 
this fall, with promise of better 
spring trade. The passing of the 
cew tariff bill has already had some 
surprising effects, such for example 
as increasing the market prices of 
articles from which the duty has 
been taken. It has also caused re- 
tailers to advertise sales of goods at 
prices to "conform to the new law." 
Thus the immediate result has be. n 
somewhat different than what many 
papers have for mouths been stating 
would come of the passage of a tariff 
law by the present Congress. 
This 


result is helping the 
commercial 


markets now, and will continue to do 
so as It becomes more manifest and 
understood. 
The outlook, on the 


whole, could scarcely be more prom- 
ising.— Wool and Wicker Journal.

point. Despite the fact that the rules 
of the cable companies permit him tc 
lay Tinder contribution eight Ian 
guages, tie total number of word 
that can "be used with safety for coc 
ing purposes is only about 150,000 
The reasons for this are twofold 
First, the companies decline, to pel 
mit the use of any cptie word of mor 
than 10 letters, and it is dangerous t 
employ those having less than seven 
owing to the difficulty of detecting 
an error in short words. Further 
thousands, nay, hundreds of thou 
sands of words, are rejected becausi 
of the similarity of the telegraphi 
symbols that make up the letters. 


Figures are rarely telegraphed. 


The possibility of noting an error in 
a group of arbitrary figures is very 
remote. Should a letter or two be 
'jumbled" in a code word there arc 
various ways of correcting the mis- 
take—the sunse, the context and the 
reference to the code. But these 
glides do not apply to the cases o 
igures. The only remedy for a sins 
>ected error is a repetition of tlu 
message at an enhanced cost of BI. 
)er cent. Numbers therefore are ex 
pressed by-a code word. Errors in 
iie transmission of amounts of inon 
ey are very rare. A banker's cod 
contains words for every possib 
sum of money, from a halfpenny up 
;o hundreds of. thousands of pounds 
and the authors have exhibited grea 
ingenuity in making a limired supply 
of words do very extensive service
